Up to now the senrlM bickerings ha?e tiecn 
of no little consequence to those worried over 
the future of our delenae caWbllahment. But 
the general feeling preTalied that the nation 
would rifle out these slormB and Bft the 
healthy cooperation It wan^ In that field. 

This latest development, however. Is likely 
to blot out any opUmUm about an early 
reconciling of differences. The rift between 
the nary and air force is deep. It seems to 
have grown out of usues that cannot be set- 
tled Qiil«Uj within the halls of the Pentagon. 

The problem at bottom U not whether the 
nary shall hate lU day in court, whether ita 
"Interest*" shall be protected In any drawing 
together of aimed serrlee functions. Prop- 
erly apeaklng. the navy can have no Inter- 
ests of lU own: the only Interest to be consid- 
ered la the elfecUva defense of the United 
Btatea. 

The prima Issui U what the navy*! role 
should be tn that defense. Tha outcome of 
World war n and the new strategic situation 
that confronted the naUon afterwards left 
the navy tn an uncertain position. 

R had defeated the only major surface 
force regarded as a threat lo American se- 
curity — the Japanese nary. In effect, tt had 
worked itaelf out of a Job. 

tn the postwar era Russia has loomed as 
the mighty pptentUI adTersaiy la some fu- 
ture war. But the Soviet union, except for 
her undersea fleet of unknown sUe, U not a 
greei nevw) ptrwtr nor be li eved likely to be- 
come one 

The U. S. navy therefore has laid great 
stress on lU own canler-baaed air ann In lu 
planning lot lh« future, an the the«ry that 
this U the best role It can play now (hat Its 
standard surface batUewagons have no more 
Worlds to conquer.
